The ſaids Eſtares in all humblenes, and with 
moſt willing & ready hearts to giue ynto hi; Majeſty a full reftimonie of rheir 
ductifull afteCtions, 8 ſinceir intention to aduance to the vttermoſt of their 
poſſibilities, His Majeſties Royall and Princelic affaire:torcſaids haue made, 

- and by thele preſents , doe miake a free, and willing offer to his Majeſtie, 
_ of an Taxation to bee impolcd , colleed, and payedro his Highneſle by 
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the ſaids Eſtates, in manner: And at the foure Tearmes following: that is 
ro ſay, The Earles, Lotds, and Comiſſioners of Shyres: for the temporall 
Eſtates haue granted, that there ſhall bee vp-lifted of cuerie poundland 
of olde extent within this Realme, pertaining to the Earles, Lords, Bar- 
rons, and freeholders, and Fewers of his Majeſties proper Lands : The 
ſumme of 'thirric ſhillinges money, at euerie one of the foure Tearmes 
following, viz, The ſwmme of thirtie ſhillinges money , at che feaſt and 
tearme of Candlemiſſe nixtocome: the yeere of God t 626. yeares. The 
ſumme of other thirtie ſhillinges, ar the feaſt and tearme of Mertimeſle, 
in the yeare of God 1536, yeares. The ſumme of other thrertie ſhillings, 
at the faſt and tearme of Mertimes, in the ycare of God, 1627. yeares. 
And the ſumme of other thirtic ſhillinges, at the feaſt and tearme of Mer- 
times, in the yeare af God, 1628, yeares. The Archbifhops, and Biſhops 
for the Spirituall Eſtate, haue granced that there fhall bee vp-lifted of all 
Arch-biſhoprickes., Biſhopriekes , Abbacies , Pryories , and other infe- 
riour beneſices wichin this Realme, at eueric one of the foure tearmes 
aboue ſpecificd. The juſt Taxation thereof, as they haue beene accuſto- 
med to bee taxt vnto, in all times by-gone wheerſocuer the temporall 
lands of this Realme were ſented to, thirtie ſhillinges the pound land 
of all exrent , and the ſame to bee paycd ar euery one of the foure 
ſeuerall tearmes aboue ſpecified: And the Comiſſioners of Burrow es for 
their eſtate haue granted, that there ſhall bee vp-lifted of all Burrowes 
within this Realme at euerie one of the foure tearmes aboue-wittten. The 
iuſt caxation thereof, as they haue been accuſtomed to be taxed vato in. all 
time by-gone,whenſocuer the temporall lands within this realme were ſten- 
red to thirtie ſhillings the pound land of old extent, And the ſame taxation 
to be paydatcuery one of the foure ſeuerall tearmes aboue ſpecified.
